ANIMAL YARNS. 


Judge Paxson’s Prehistoric Snapper, a 
Dog with a Double-Jointed Tail, and 
Four Dogs Which Wouldn't Leave a 
Burning Ship. 

Newtown (Pa.) Enterprise. 
The ancestral acres of E. M. Paxson, Judge of 
the Supreme Court, lie in the Lahaska Valley. in 


farm, lying along the north side of the Buck-. 
ingham Mountain. Between the buildings and 
the rise of the mountain is a flat strip of 
meadow land, and in this meadow are limestone 
sink holes, depressions in thé ground, where the 
water will lie after rains. While sojourning on 
the farm recently the Judge conceived the idea 
of digging a well in one of these sink holes, 
thinking that such a location would be an ex cel- 
lent place to find water.

Marriage of an Alsatian „Cotton King” 


in Paris. 
London Truth. « 


We rarely hear ot a diamond wedding. I 


never heard of one until the other evening, at 
the Grand Hotei, when a humber of men of 
burly figures, ladies of a pronounced Alsatian 
type, and biond and auburn hajred children 
were pouring into the room which serves as an 
ante-chamber to the great dining hall. The 
ladies and children were expensively dressed, 
and the former had that placid air which comes 
of well-balanced faculties and prosperous 
affairs. Ail were going to celebraje the 
diamond wedding ofa notable Alsatian manu- 
facturer of great wealth, M. Jean Dolf us. This 
Cotton King and his wife are the ancestors 
of. 46 children, -grandcifildren, great and 
great great grandchildren, who assembled 
around them at the Grand Hotel. With these were 


ninety-two husbands and wives of descendants. 
Besides, tnere were collaterals in the first aud 


second degrees. The only strangers in the room 
were old confidential clerks, foreman wbo, had 


become partners, and nurses in attendance on 
juvenile scions of the house of Dolfus. Ma- 
dame — 1 the moruing. had created six- 
ty-five scho bips for the instruction, appren- 
ticeship, and settlement in life of as many 
Alsatian giris. Her husband had done as much 
for sixty-five boys. Other philanthropic and 
muniticent actions were performed. 
erabie sum had been also expended iu buying 
commenorative rings and medallions to be pre- 
sented to those relatives invited to the Diamgnd 
Wedding. They were of two categories; the 
first were for the prosperity of the aged but 
hule couple; and the second for the- collaterals. 
I do not dare say what each ring and medallion 
cost. The total they all came to would seem 
fabulous. Pearis and diamonds were employea 
in the jewels for the ladies and little Firis. 
Jean Doifus exhorted hig posterity to kee 
shoulder to shoulder, as be hud always urge 
by precept and exampie. He trusted that the 
jewels he had handed them would keep in mina 
his injunction, and be for a long course of years 
a sign of family unity. 

Jean Dolfusis a man of great public spirit, 
and one of those whose justice to every one in 
his employment leans towards generosity. The 
wealthy Alsatian bourgeoisie in general is free 
from that dishonest kind of rapacity which too 
often breaks out in contemporaneous French 
statesmen. The patriarchal manufactyrer was 
in the Terrible Lear the Mayor of Mulhouse. 
and showed in the discharge of civic duties a 
decree of pluck amounting to heroism. He was 
often called upon—as he thought—to remon- 
strate with the Prussiag General about exac- 
tions and unnecessary ts of barshness. On 
one occasion there was a proclamation stuck on 
the wulls,in which notice was given to all whome 
it might concern that francs-tireurs would not 
be treated as soldiers, but, when takeu, shot as 
outiaws. The Mayor had a grandson who bad 
joined the free-shooting corps, and (as it after- 
wards turned out) wounded himself to buiid;up 
areputation asa patriot. Jean Dolfus, with 
a Prussian-order, which he had won at the 
Berlin exhibition, upon bis breast, went to 
expostulate with the invading General in com- 
mand at Mulbouse. When he saw that his ex- 
postulation produced no cffect, be tore bis dec- 
oration from his button- hole, and walked upon 
it. The grandson was a swaggering sham, but 
grandfather was not. The former did very 
little service as a frane-tireur. I saw him 
nearly every day for a whole month at Tours 
with his arm in a sling. He lodged at the 
* Paisan,”’ and was remarked at the table d’hote 
for the sharpness of his appetite. 


A Mile. Dolfus fifteén or sixteen years ago 


married Baron Bourgoing, atavorit equerry of 
the Emperor. She brought her-husband a dowery 
of . 000 000 francs. He died a bankrupt. For 
this reason, perhaps, the aged Cotton King 
besought, the other day, bis descendants never to 
promote in hisiamily “marriages de vanite.”

DIPHTHERIA. 


Rules Adopted on the Subject by the 
Philadeiphia Health Authorities. 

The great degree of fatality attending sick- 
ness from diphtheria,. particularly among chil- 
dren, makes it important t every precaution 
be taken agafmst the spread of the disease, and 
that the treatment of those coming down with 
it be prompt and intelligent. In view of the 
general lack of information with regard to the 
proper treatment of diphtheria patients, the 
report just adopted by the Philadelphia Board 
of Health is interesting and valuable. This 
report has been printed and given to the teach- 
ers ot public and private schools for distribu- 
tion among their pupils, and is as follows: 

Reeoent investigations having proved that the 

ison of diphtneria is portable, communicable 
by infection, and capable of reproducing itself 
outside of the human body, diphtheria must 
now be ranked as both a contagious and infec- 
tious disease. The tollowing rules are there- 
fore more imperative than ever before: 

IJ. When achiid or young person has a sore 
throat, a bad odor to its breath, and especially 
if it das a fever, it should immediately be sepa- 
rated and kept seciuded from afl other persons 
except necessary attendants, until it be ascer- 


‘tained whether or not it bas diphtheria, or some 


other communicable disease. 

2. Every person known to be sick with diph- 
theria should be promptly effectually iso- 
lated from the public. Only those persons who 
are actually necessary should bave charge of or 
visit the patient, and these visitors should be 
restricted in their intercourse. with other indi- 
viduals. Children residing in a house where 
there is a case of diphtheria should not be pe 
mitted to attend scnool. . 

3. When a case of diphtheria is fully developed, 

the same precautions in regard to free ven- 
tilation, disposal and disinfection of discharges, 
bed or body linen, etc., isolated during con- 
valescence (or management of the corpse sbould 
death unfortunately occur), etc., ete., ought to 
be enforced which have already been recom- 
mended in regard to small- pox. 

4. It is particularly important that persons 
whose throat’ are tender or sore from any cause 
sbould avoid possible exposure from the con- 
tagion ot diphtheria. Children under 10.years 
of age are in much greater danger of taking the 
disease, and after they do take it of dying from 
it. than are grown persons. But adults are not 
exempt, and mild cases in them may cause 
whole series of tatal attacks among children. 
5. Numerous instances are recorded where 
the contagion has retained virulence for weeks 


or months in cesspools, beaps of decaying veg- 


etable matter, damp walls, etc., and been car- 
ried for long distances in clothing, in sewers, 
in waste- pipes from stationary washstands, and 
in other conduits. Hence all sewer connections 
and other carriers of fltn should be well venti- 
lated and disinfected, and children. particulariy 
should uot be allowed to breathe the air of any 
water-closet, cesspool, or sewer into which 
discharges from patients sick with diphtheria 
have entered, nor to drink water or milk which 
bas been exposed to such air. fs 

6 Beware of any n who bas a sore 
person or take bis or 
her breath; do not drink from the same cup, 
biow the same Whistle, nor put his pencil or 
pen into your mouth. 

7, Do pot wear nor handle clothing whieh 


has been worn by a person during sickness or - 


convalescence from dipntneria.

POLIGNAC THE PETROLEUR 


A Paris Scandal That Awakens Mem- 
ories of Our Own Civil War. 
. Parw Correspondence Pail Malti Gazette. 

M. de Polignac, the pétroleur, is a grandson of 
the Minister of Charles X., whose ordinances 
were the immediate cause of the revolution of 
1830. The young man, who is now in prison on a 
charge of urson, is entitled to call himseif Prince 
by French law. The principality is of Roman 
creation and confers dignity Alike on the mate 
posterity of eider and of younger sons of the 
wrong-headed Councilor of Charles X. That 
personage was ruined by the events of 1830, and 
died almost in poverty, He gave a scientific 
education to the four sons who survived him. 
They were all distinguished, mathématicians, 
and the youngest, Edmond, won a reputa- 
tion as a composer of melodies and 
dance music, which had a great vogue in Legiti- 
mist drawing-rooms. He madea good deal of 
money as a teacher. His pupiis were chiefly 
wealthy Sparfish-Americans, sons an 
daughters of New Orleang traders and Louisiana 
planters. But it was understood that he only 
taught as a very great favor and would obtain 
tor his pupils entrée into the greatest drawing- 
— of Paris, Rome, Naples, Vienna, and even 

1 n. 

The three elder brothers went into the army; 
Alphonse became an artillery officer, He was a 
man of nonorable character and very rigorous 
in his Ar es. „ back he 
married the daughter of the inancist Mires. The 
wedging was celebrated with great Celat. It was 
one of those triumphs which so often precede 
reverses, The Imperial Court was alarmed at 
the possibility of an alliance between capital 
and legitimacy, anq so the Emperor delivered 
over Mirés, who was a Southern Jew, to his Ger- 
man co-religionists, who were jealous of his 
rapid success. Prince Polignac, takimg to heart 
the disgrace and ruio of his father-in-law, died 
of grief. He gave bis wife every facility for 
rendering pecuni assistance to Mirés, who 
was finally rehabilitated. ; 

The second son is a Colonel of Engineer. 
Through the influence of Gen. de Miribel he ob- 
tained a high staff appointment, which he stiil 
holds, and was sent as military attaché to Ber- 
iin. Camille, the third son, father of the 
pétroleur, was also in the engineers; but as be 
was in debt and had abandoned ali hope ot ris- 
ing in his profession, he left the army soonafter 
his brother had married. It appears that he was 
under a cloud for having inducei a young girl 
af respectable family to elope with him. He 
then refused to ma her, but agreed to form- 
ality recognize as his son a chiid to whom she 
wave birth. I believe bis excuse for not fulfll- 
ing his promise to the mother was the 
Mirés ution deprived him of ali hope of 
succeeding in a financial career, which he had 
intended to pursue, and that the young lady 
could,she being handsome, get on better without 
than with him. The Civil War breaking out in the 
United States, he went to Richmond to offer 
military service to Jefferson Davis. He was ar- 
corded the rank in the Confederate_Army of 
Brigadier-General, was.in most of the batties in 
which Lee fought, and in 1870 turned up aguin in 
Paris. On hearing that war was deciared with 
Germany he burried home from the Southern 
States, and got back in time to witness the fall 
of the Empire. At Tours he obtained from M. 
Gambetta a commission as Brigadier-General in 
the auxiliary ar „ and professed Republican- 
ism in the caf t he frequented. For this 
reason his Legitimist friends broke with him, and 
subsequently took care that his brevet should 
not be confirmed by the “ mission des 
Grades Militaires,’’ which the Versailles Assem- 
biy had appointed to look into M. Gambetta’s 


nominations. :

When de. ascertained that Prince 
Camille was agai on France, he urged bis cla 
to sonship, but his letters remained unnoti 
until quite recently, when the ex-General sent 
trifling sums as if to a mendicant, The Prince 
had obtained the lucrative sſtuauon of man- 
ning director of the southern tramways of 
Paris; but as be bad been living on credit from 
1870 he was still poor. The son, who had become 
an anarchist, a caricaturist, and a reporter for a 
“high life’ journal, fancied that Prince 
Camille was roiling ia wealth. The dynamite 
scare suggested to him the idea of aveng 
himself by au explosion. But when he retiect 
on the matter he came to the conciusion that 
petroleum would suit bim better. He, there- 
fore, took with him four botties of liquid 
made up into a neat pa The female con- 
cierge said they were so nicaly done as to look 
quite innocent.”

VETOING APPROPRIATIONS. 

In President Artliar’s message to Con- 
gress he suggests the advisability. of sub- 
injtting to the Legislatures.of the several 
States an amendment to the Constitution 
giving the Président power to veto so much 
of any appropriation Dill as he may disap- 
prove without being | compelled, as now, to 
veto the whole bill. This is not a new and 
untried experiment, but one which has com- 
mended itself to the people and Legislatures 
of every State where it has beam proposed

Those who 
went to any expense to see the performance 
must have been greatly disappointed, and 
heregfter will not have much confidence in 
the preliminary advertising of astronomers. 
A little black speck upon the sun about 
the size of a buckshot comprised the 
whole business. The only reflecion that 
could possibly. oceur to one not an 
astronomer was the insignificant size of the 
planet as compared with the sun. The re- 
flection forces another not very compliment- 
ary one. As the earth is about the size of 
Venus, we can see how it would look if it 
were engaged in the transit business; and 
what a little insignificant’speck it is, anyway 
-a mere buckshot or Fretich pea, traveling 
through space as if it had some size to it, 


covered with mere pin points crawling about 
_ people place the affairs ot State in our hands 


on it who flatter themselves that they are 
making a stir in the universe with their 
scientific discoveries, their religious creetis, 
their operas, their elections, oratorical dis- 
plays, small gossip, and latest fashions. The 
display of Venus, with the suggestion that 
we shouldn't appear to any better advantage 
in the same situation, is calculated to make 
mankind sing small. When we come to real- 
ize how small a part of this buckshot is 
occupied by Chicago, the. Mayor of this ut- 
terly invisible portion of an almost invisible 
speck should restrain his conéeit and humble 
himself. When we reflect what a very little 
thing he is, crawling about on such a very 
little spot, it is difficult to understand why 
be should fancy he oceupies. an exalted sta- 
tion or why he should consider himself of 
any particular consequence; or, for that mat- 
ter, any of the rest of us.

REVENUE REFORM AND THE TOBACCO 
. TAX. N 

The Ways and Means Committee seems de- 
termined to begin the work of tax reduction 
at the wrong end, and to enforce asacrifice of 
revenue without ageleaseoft burdens. There 
is ne doubt that the people demand a large 
reduction of Federal taxes. The result of 
the late elections was largely an expressiou 
of po pular resentment at the fallure of Con- 
gress to respond to this demand last winter. 
It is equally certain that a surrender of a 
considerable portion of the surplus revenue 
is essential to an economical administration 
ot the Government. Both the President in his 
message and the Secretary of the Treasury 
in his report dwelt earnestly upon the neces- 
sitv of tax reduction, though they did not 
agree upon all the details; both, however, 
urged important excisions of the tariff sys- 
tem bearing upon the necessaries of life. In 
the face of all this, the very first measure in- 
troduced into the House looks to the entire 
abolition of the tax on the luxury of tobacco. 
This measure, if adopted, will sacrifice fifty 
millions annuaily, and in that proportion 
shut off the reduction of tariff taxes on the 
articles of universal and necessary consump- 
tion, and which taxes now bear with crush- 
ing Weight on every laboring family in the 
land. This bill has been reported by 
a majority of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, and an analysis of the committee vote is 
significant because it shows up the false pre- 
tenses of the Democrats in the matter of 
revenue reform. Six members of the com- 
mittee voted in favor of the bill, five against 
it, and two (Messrs. Hubbell and Russell) 
were absent. Of the majority of six for it, 
four were Democrats—Randall of Pennsyl- 
vania, Carlisle of Kentucky, Tucker of Vir- 
ginia, and Speer of Georgia—and only two 
were Republicans—Kelley and Errett of Penn- 
sylvania. Of the five against the bill, four 
were Republicans—Kasson of Iowa, Haskell 
of Kansas, McKinley of Ohio, and Dunnell 
ot Minnesota—and only one was a Democrat 
Morrison of IIlindis. This division fur- 
nishes pretty strong evidence that in spite 


ot all their professions the Democrats can- 


not be trusted as much as Republicans to 
adjust the tax systeni upon the basis of rev- 
enue and the interests of the people. Mr. 


Carlisle has been put forward by the Courier- 


Journal for the Speakership of the next 
House as an earnest and consistent revenue 
reformer, and yet we find him voting with 
Kelley and Randall, tariff, extortionists, to 
abolish a tax of $48,000,000 on an injurious lux- 
ury almost as deleterioys to health as whisky 
as a means to perpetuating the oppressions 
of a tariff system on clothing and iron, which 
is maintained in order to enable certain 
favored classes to levy 1,000 millions of an- 
nual contributions on the people that go into 
their owy pockets, and not into the Govern- 
ment Treasury. Tucker of Virginia and 
Speer of Georgia join Carlisle in his deser- 
tion of one of the first principles of revenue 
reform. Out on such hypocritical recreants! 

The alliance of the Southern Bourbons 
with the Pennsylvania extortionists in this 
matter indicates that the delusion of cheap 
whisky and cheap tobacco is sd strong among 
thé Southern people that their politicians do 
not venture to antagonjze it, but are ready 
to become pliant tools in the hands of the 
ultra-tariff interests. 

The Southern sentiment inthis regard may 
be properly characterized as a delusion and 
a stupidity so fac as the tobacco-growers are 
concerned. ‘The only benefit the producers 
of tobacco will receive will be from the in- 
creased demand for home cofisumption which 
may grow out of the cheaper prices resulting 
from the stirrender of the 50 million tax. 
This will represent but a fraction of a 
cent per pound, and this infinitesimal profit 
will be secured at the expense of the health 
ot the American people, and by the continued 
assessment of millions upon millions of 
dollars annually in ‘the shape of taxes on 
clothing, carpets. iron, steel, glass, hardware, 


crockery, salt, transportation, and all the in- 


cidents of commercial and domestic life. 
That is the Demoeratie idea of revenue re- 
form, indorsed and advocated even by so 
vaunted a reformer as Mr. Carlisle! 

The fifty millions of annual revenue—pure 
revenue—which is to be sacrificed by the 
abolition of all tax on tobacco will accrue in 
part to the consumers and in part to the 
manufacturers and dealers.

Tue character of the conspiracy to throw

$40,000,000 less per annum to squander upon 
extravagances, subsidies, and jobs, but the 
saving would inure to the benefit of the in- 
telligence and business of the country, and 
not to those who are addicted to an enervat- 
ing vice. Revenue reform ought to approve 
of this means for cutting down the surplus 
in preference to that which is proposed; at 
all events, a good idea of the enormity of 
the bounty which.it desired to bestow upon 
the consumers of tobacco may be obtained 
from the single reflection that the revenue to 
de surrendered would provide the American 
people with cheap postage. It can scarcely 
be disputed that the dissemination of know 
edge and. the facilitation of commercial ex- 
changes through the mails are of more value 
to the people than the cheapening of tobacco. 
Nobody but a Democratic revenue re- 
former” will undertake to controvert that 
proposition. . 

At the last session of Congress an excuse 
was found for beginning the work of tax- 
reduction in the internal-revenue system be- 
cause jurisdiction over the tariff faxes had 
been abandoned to a special commission. 
The same excuse will not serve now. The 
Tariff Commission has reported, and recom- 
mended such a reduction of duties as will 
lead to a material reduction of revenue and 
a still larger reduction in the burden of 
taxation. The work of tariff revision is in 
shape for Comgressional action; and there is 
no reason for further delay. Proper abate 
ment qt customs taxes, along with the 
abandonment of all the internal taxes except 
those on whisky and. tobacco, will provide

INDIAN REFORM. 
SECRETARY TELLER SAKES AN IMPORTANT 
STEP, . 
Spectal Dua tch to The Chieago Tribune 

WaAsHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 6.—Secretary 
Teller has written the following very inter- 
esting and important letter on certain feat- 
ures Of the Indian question: 

DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR,JW ASHINGTON, 
D. C., Ded. 2, 1882)-—The Hon. Hiram. Price, Com- 
missioner of Indian Affaire=-Sin: 1 desire to call 
your attention to what | regard as a great hiu- 
drance to tne civilizanon of the Indians—viz.: 
the cantinuance of the old heathenish dances, 
such às the sun dance, scalp dance, war dance, 
eto. These dances, or feasts, as they are some- 
times called, ought. in my judgment, be diseon- 
tinued, and if the Indians now supported by the 
Government are not willing to discontinue 
them the agents should be instructed to compel 
such discontinuance. These feasts or dances 
are not social gatherings for the amusement of 
these people, buton the contrary are intended 
and calculated a 

TO STIMULATE THE WARLIKE PASSIONS 


of the young warriors of the tribe. At such 
feasts the warrior recounts bis deeds of daring 
boasts of bis inhumanity in the destruction of 
bis enemies, his treatment of the female 
captives in danguage that ought to shock even 
the sav fear. Tne audience assents approv- 
ingly to bis boast of falsehood, deceit, theft, 
murder, and rape, and the young listener is 
informed that this is the only road to fame and 
renown. The result is the domoralization of the 
young, who are incited to emulate the wicked 
conduct of their elders, witbout a thought that 
in so doing they violate the law, but, on the con- 
trary, with the conviction thatin so doing they 
are sowing for themselves an enduring and de- 
served fame among their people. Active meas- 
ures should be taken to discourage all feasts and 
dances of the character i have mentioned. 
THE MARRIAGE RELATION 
is also one requiring the i‘nmediate attention of 
the aneuts. While the Indian remained in a 
state of at least semi-independence there did 
not seem to be any. great necessity for interfer- 
ence, even if such interference was practicable 
(which rt doubtiess was not), While depeadent 
on the chase the Indian did not take many wives, 
and the great mass found themselyes too r 
to support more than one,, but, siace the Gov- 
ernment supports them, this system no longer 
exists, and the more numerous the family the 
greater number of rations allowed. I would 
not advise any interference with any plural 
marriage now existing. but I would, by 
all possible methods, discourage all future 
marriages of .that character. The marriage 
law, if it may be said to exist at all among the 
Indians, is exceedingly iax in uus character, 
and it Will be found im le for some time 
yet to impress them with our idea of this im- 
portant relation, ‘The marriage state, existing 
only by the consent of both parties is easily and 
readily dissol vod, the man not recognizing any 
obligation on his part 
TO TAKE CARE OF HIS OFFSPRING. 


As far ag practicabie,the Indian having taken to 
himself a wife should be compelled to continue 
that relation with her unless dissolved by some 
por yy tribunal! on the reservation or by the 
courts. Some system of marriage should be 
adopted and the Indian compelled to conferm to 
it. The Indian sbould also be instructed that he 
is under obligations to care for aud support, not 
only his wife, but Bis children, ané on bis failure 
witbout proper cause to continue as the bead of 
such tamily he ought in some manner to be pun- 
ished, which shouid be either b 
the guard-house, or agency p 
duction of his rations. 


ANOTHER GREAT HINDRANCE 


to the civilization of the Indians is the infiuence 
of the wedicine-men, who are always found 
with the anti- progressive party. The medicine- 
men resort to various artifices and devices to 
keep the peopie under their influence, and are 
especiaily active in preventing the attendance 
of the children at the public schools, using their 
copnjurers’ arts to prevent the people from 
abandoning their beathenisb rites and customs. 
While they profess to cure diseases by adminis- 
tering a few simple remedies, st they rely 
mainly on their art of conjuring. Their services 
are not required even for the administration 
of the few simple remedies they are competent 
to recommend, for the Government supplies the 
several agencies with skiliful physicians. who 
practic@g among the indians without charge 
tothem, Steps should be taken to compel these 
imposters to abandon this deception and discon- 
tinue their practices, which are not only without 
benefit to the Indians, but positively’ injurious 
to them, | 
THE VALUE OF thoperty 
is an agent of civilization and ought not to be 
overlooked. ‘hen an Indian acquires proper- 
ty, with a disposition to retain the same free 
from tribal or individual interference, he has 
made a step forward in the road to civilization. 
One great obstacie to the acquirement of 
tahoe by the Indian is the very general cus- 
tom of destroying or distributing his property 
ou the deatu ot a member of his family. Fre- 
quently, on the death of an important member 
of the family, ail the property accumulated by 
its bead is destroyed or carried off by the mourn- 
ers, and his family left in desolation and want. 
While in their independent state but little in- 
convenience was felt in such a case, on account 
of the general community of interest and prop- 
erty. In their present condition, not 
only real inconvenience ig felt, but disas- 
trous Consequences follow. I am informed by 
reliable authority that frequently the head of a 
family, finding himself thus stripped of bis 
property, becomes discouraged and makes no 
turther attempt to become a property-owner. 
Fear of beiug considered lacking in attachment 
to the dead frequently prevents the owner from 
intefering to save his property while it ig bemg 
destroyed in his presence and contrary to his 
wishes. It will be difficult to accomplish much 
toward the civilization of the indians while 
THESE, ADVERSE INFLUENCES 
are allowed to exist. The Government having 
attempted to support the Indians until such a 
time as they shall become self-supporting, the 
interest of the Government as well as that of 
the Indians demands that every possible effort 
sbould be made to induce them to become self- 
supporting at as early a day as possible. I. 
theretore, suggest whether it is not practicable 
to formulate certain rules for the government 
of the Indians on the reservation that shall re- 
strict and abolish the practices I have men- 
tioned. I am not ignorant of the difficulties 
that will be encountered in this effort, yet I be- 
lieve in all the tribes there will be found man 
Indians who will aid the Government in its ef- 
forts to abolish rites and customs 80 injurious 
to the Indians and so contrary to the civiliza- 
tion that they so earnestly desire.

They say they “are not 
pared to recommend the entire abolition of the 
tax, nor to run the risk of reducing the revenue 
of the Government below the amounts which 
will be required to meet the arrearages of pen- 
sions, in addition to other current expenses of 
the Government by extravagant reduction 
of either source of public revenue. It 
is a much more agreeable duty and 
mucb more feasible to reduce taxes from time 
to time, as the unknown extent of our revenues 
shall be developed, than to reimpose them to 
meet the imperative obligations of the Govern- 
ment. For a reduction which it now appears 
safe to make, we believe it should be effected 
rather by the abolition of taxes more closely re- 
lated to the use and convenienceof our people.” 

Messrs. Dunneli and Haskell file a supple- 
mental minority report, in which they favor the 
abolition of all internal-revenue taxes except 
those on malt and spirituous liquors, tobacco, 
snulf, and cigars. If it becomes apparent the 
Government not require the entire amount 
dérived from liquors and tobacco, a proposition 
reducing the tax may be favorably considered. 
They betieve, however, that before this tax is 
abolished there should be as comprehensive a 
revision of the tarif? made as the length ot the 
session. will permit; that the revision should be 
made entirely independent of other sources of 
revenue, and that there should be such adjust- 
ment ot the duties levied as will fairly protect 
Awerican industries from ruinous foreign com- 
petition.

Reasons of Gov. MeEuery, of Loulsiana, 
for Giving Congressman-Eiect Kel- 
loge the Certificate—The Congression- 
al Vote in Penusylivantia.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec, 6.—Goy. McEnery filed 
today with the Secretary of State at Baton 
Rouge his order for the issuing of his certificate 
to W. P. Kellogg as Congressman-elect in the 
Third District, with an elaborate document set- 
ting forth his reason therefor. After reviewing 
the case fully, he conciuded that it is the duty 
of the Governor, when the question of eligibili- 
ty bas been submitted to im and the person is 
clearly eligible, to give the certificate of elec- 
tion, but accompanied with the statements of 
proofs of ineligibility of Kellogg. He says in 
conclusion: His usurpation of the Governor's 
olfice in 1872; his pretended election to the Sen- 
ate by an unlawful and unauthorized assem- 
blage in 1877; hie declaration in the city and 
country within the last twelve months he 
was a resident of New Orleans; his recent reg- 
istration in the Parish of Iberia, claiming a 
residence there for the past four years; the ab- 
sence of the recordation of any property in his 
name in this State; the absence of his name 
trom the registration books since 1876, and 
in the belief that, while be was Acting Gov- 
ernor and Cnſted States Senator, kept up his 
domestic establishment in Canton, III., have led 
to the conviction that de was not, Within the 
meaning of the Federal Constitution, an inhabit- 
ant of the State. The registration books, like 
the Auditor’s books prior to 1876, have either 
been secreted or destroyed, but I have been fur- 
nished with ap old poli- list. probably preserved 
to prove the fact that in 1872 he registered and 
voted, thus giving the highest evidence of citi- 
zenship. No fact bas been shown to prove that 
since tais time he has lost his residence, as dur- 
ing this time he bas been continually in office, 
and has thus preserved it.

THE GAMBLERS. 


The Cases of the Keepers Arrest- 


ed Tuesday Night Set for 
Next Tuesday. 


Justice Prindiville Postpones the 
Cases of the Inmates ti 
Saturday. 


All the Gaming-Houses in the City 
with One Exception in Full 
Blast Last Night. 


A Complete List of the Dens aud Their 
Keepers.

Judge Rogers, acting as an ex-officio commit- 
ting magistrate, issued five warrants against the 
following gambjors: Charles Simpson, of 68 Rau- 
dolph street; Wiliiam Copeley, 176 and 178 South 
Clark street; George Hankins, 178 State street; 
James Gray, 148 Clark street; and Jonbn 8. Mor- 
rison, Gust. Shauer, and A. Mendelsohn, 191 Clark 
street. These places were rdided Tuesday night, 
an account of which appeared in Tun TRIBUNE 


yesterday, and yesterday morning an applica- 
tion was made to Judge Rowers by the city au- 
thorities to have the cases set for hearing. Mr. 
Cameroa read one of the warrants, which au- 
thorized the seizure of certain gambi imple- 
ments supposed to be owned by John Walpole, 
and the arrest of the parties in whose possession 
the gambling implements were found. 

The Judge said be could not bear the cases 
then, ashe was engaged in a jury trial. The 
warrants were search- warrants, and the law pro- 
vided tor keeping the property a detinit time, 
and aiso for its destruction in certain cases. 

Mr. Cameron said the ouestion to be raised 
was whether the property seized was kept for 
gambling purposes, and if tbat fact was estab- 
lished the court would be called on to mate an 
order for the destruction of the property. 

The Judge remarked that that quesdon was 
immaterial at present, as it would come up 
again on the bearing, and inquired if the parties 
were under arrest. On being told that they 
were, be said ha would bear the case any time 
after today. ‘ 

Mike McDonald, who appeared to act as attor- 
ney for his fellow-gamblers, said Mr. Storrs and 
Mr. Sullivan were the attorneys for the parties 
arrested, and they would nke to have the bear- 
ing postponed to next week. No objection was 
made, and the cases were set for Tu ay next. 

The Judge then remarked that be should re- 
quire $200 bail in each case, as the penalty on 
conviction was only $100. The present proceed- 
ings were.not before him as a Judge, but as a 
magistrate—the same asif he was a Justice of 
the Peace. 

Mike McDonald complained that the gamblers 
arrested had been left at the station all night, as 
the Justice refused to take bail on the ground 
that the statute did not warrant it. 

The Judge said he Had nothing to do with that. 
Perhaps the Justice or police had made a mis- 
take. 

Later in the day Mike McDonald and Jobn 
Dowling signed the bail-bonds and were accept- 
ed as suretics.

WHAT MR. STORRS THINKS OF IT. 

Mr. Emery A. Storrs baving recently delivered 
an excellent lecture on municipal governments, 
THe TRIBUNE deemed his opinion upon the 
latest spasm of Mr. Harrison and bis policemen 
of interest to the pubiic, and yesterday after- 
noon a reporter was commissioned to call 
upon bim.

It might be very clever for a 
squad of policemen to tind half a dozen men ta 
a gambling-house who thought the authorities 
sanctioned tneir existence, but the police would 
find it difficult to make the peopie believe 
that they had any right to pursue 
such a course. re was no reason 
why the Chief of Police should not issue a man- 
date regulating gambiing and then eutorce it, 
and make such mandate so public that none 
would have any cause for complaint if they 
were caught.

FIRE RECORD. 


} St. Paul, Minn., Visited by a Destruct- 
ive Fire—Burning at Leadville, Colo., 
of the Largest and Finest Gambling- 
House in the West—Other Conflagra- 
tions. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Pauw, Minn., Dec. 6.—The most deatructive 
fire that has visited St. Paul since the Capitol 
burned broke out this morning in Nicols & 
Dean's wholesale hardware establishment, cor- 
ner of Third and Sibley streets. About half-past 
10 o'clock flames were discovered issuing from 
the fluein the shipping-room, and almost im- 
mediately appeared in the ceiling and floor of 
the second story. An alarm was at once turned 
in from Box No. 24. But as usual the wires failed 
to work, No. 2 engine arriving on the spot fuliy 
ten minutes after the alarm was sounded, though 
but four blocks away. Nos. 1 and3and the book 
and ladder were finally apprised of the fire by a 
messenger, arriving with No. 5. By this time 
the entire upper floor, which was stored with 
wooden ware, was in flames. Everything went 
wrong. With the thermometer registering only 
about eight above zero everything 

frozen, -slippery, and dangerous 
in the extreme. The new Layer extension 
ladder became so clogged with ice in the ma- 
chinery parts that the greatest difficulty and de- 
lay was observed in its yse. The fire was rapid- 
ly gaining headway, and all movables bad long 
since been piled in the streets. Mundreds of

The fleecy clouds which obscured the sun a 
littie before noon yesterday and brought sad- 
ness to tho hearts of the Chicago astronomers 
were laden with the beautiful snow, which be- 
gan falling about 8 o'clock in considerable 
quantities, For a few hours it looked as though 
an old-time snowstorm was on the 
books, but about 6 o'clock the mercury sought 
the lower end of the thermometer, and the 
clouds were dispersed by a. cold, biting wind. 
Down-town the trampled suow on the sidewalks 
assumed a giass-like surface and pedesirianism 
wus rendored a diffiguitact. Men whoordinarily 
would not “tumble” if a large church fell 


on them succumbed and were brought to 


the ground with startlmg suddenness. The 
mercury continued on its downward course 
during the evening, and at midnight marked but 
four degrees above zero, with indications that 
it would go tower before morning. Few pedes- 
trians were to be seen on the street, and 
those obliged to be out were lost in a 
maze of wraps, the poor street-car drivers 
and conductors suffered, and the horses were 
covered witea a bea frost. The State street car 
horses began to realize whata great institution 
the grip-cars were, and they spent a comforta- 
ble night in the barn. As bitter wind whis- 
tied about the plumber’s house last evening, his 
wife and daughter began plinning their trip to 
Europe next summer, as they knew the 
head of the . house would surely amass 
great wealth during the winter when 
Jack Frost begrau his work as 
early and with sucha will.

“PRE TOBACLO TAX, 


Dealers in the Weed Would Like to 
Have the Matter Settled 
: Once for All. 


Snectal Dispatch to The Caicago Tribune. 

82. Louis, Dec. 6.— Au important meeting of 
tobacco manufacturers was heid dere this 
morning. The room in which the meeting was 
held was filled with the leading representatives of 
the trade in the city and vicinity. It 
was announced that the question which 


the meeting had to discuss was how to stop.the }. 


present agitation of the question of the tobacco 
tax before Congress. The agitation was ruinous 
ana was demoralizing it 
most effectualiy. It was stated openly shat 
most of the large houses would de 
compeliéd to shut down if the de- 
mand did not show a healthy increase 
shortly. The general sentiment seemed to be 
that the depression in the trade was greater than 
it bad ever been in St. Louis since tobacco man- 
ufacturing bad become a great industry here. 


and one reason was given—viz.: the 
constant agitanuu in Congress of 
the questions connected with the tobacco tax. 
Retail dealers were afraid to buy because it was 
not known and could not be ascertained when 
the tax mien be abolished, and the retailer 
who had laid in a stock would thus be caught 
with goods on his bands on which he 
had paid a tax which was no longer in existence. 
The real object of the tobacco manufacturers 
was simply to prevent tho agitation. A set of 
resolutions were drawn up, which were passed 
by a unanimous vote of the mecting. The reso- 
lutions embody three requests to Congress, as 
follows: 

First, that the tax on tobacco be abolished 
altogether; second, that legislation looking to 
that end be enacted as soon as possible; third, 
that a rebate be allowed on ull unbruken pack- 
ages in the handg of dealers when the law aboi- 
ishing the tax goes into force. 

A committee Was appointed totake charge of 
tne resoludions and carry out the other instruc- 
eons of the meeting. The prospects are that 
4,000 peopie will be thrown out of employment 
in the tobacco trade alone before the close of 
the winter unless things change very much for 


the better.

CINCINNATI, O., Dec. 6.—Ubere is but one 
Opinion among tobaeco-men here regarding the 
tax quesudon, and that is that it ougot to 
be settled at the very earliest possibile 
date. The manner in which the dques- 
tion is settled is of secondary impor- 
tance. Anything would de better than 
the present condinon of uncertainty. Factories 
are runum on only part time, will uce 
their production still further. This das a de- 
moralizing effect upon the market, and causes 
hardship to all in any way interested 
the trade, unless it be the _ retail- 
ers of manufactured goods.

should not the tax be reduced or abolished. 
Mr. F. A. Prague, the President 
of "4 Cincinnati Tobacco Association, says 
that if the tax is abolished it ought to be soar- 
ronges us to have the change take effect at as 
early a day as sibie. It should, however, be 
accompanied by a rebate. That is, all deai- 
ers who  heid stock on which the 
tax bas been paid should be remuserated 
for that amount.

“The only thing the manufacturers of this 
country desire in regard to taxation is stability. 
The consumer has to pay ne tax anyway. 
He pays the retailer, the retailer pays 
the wholesale dealer, and the whuie- 
sale dealer pays the manufacturer, and 
the manufacturer pays the Government. Sofar 
as the manufacturer is concerned, it makes no 
difference to him what the rate of taxation is. 
The only thing detrimental to him is 
talk about tuxa tion. No manufact- 
urer cares whether the rate is 
10 or ® cents a pound, if Congress will only let 
the question rest. But every time Congress 
meets some irrepressible member, to satisfy his 
constituents, introduces a bill to change 
the rate or to abolish the tax 
entirely, and trom that moment, 
dealers supposing they are goihg to lose the re- 
duction, trade is almost paralyzed until the bill 
is finally disposed of or Congress adjourns. 
Ever since 1872 from one to a dozen bills have 
been handed in, and every time the trade has 
been alfected.”’ .

„Totally paralyzed. Every factory is virtual- 
ly closed so far as making goods is concerned.” 

“In the event of the tax being reduced or 
taken off, who would suffer?’

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HIGH LICENSES. 
PROMINENT MEN IN FAVOR OF THE SALOONS 
i PAYING A HIGH LICENSE. 

A TRIBUNE reporter who pursued the inquiry 
regarding the opinions of prominent and inter- 
ested vitizens on the subject of high licences for 
saloons came upon Mr. Emery A. Storrs yester- 
day afternoon and questioned him on the polut. 
„Ot course I am ia favor of it,” said Mr. Storrs, 
“and I would be in favor of the abolition of the 
traffic if it could be done, but it can’t, so the at- 
tention of the people should be directed to the 
consideration of measures regulating it. 1 
think a #8500 license would reduce the 
number of saloons in quarters where 
the most needy classes would be 
benefited, and that a better grade of saloons 
would be established all over the city. And in 
addition to this I would have the character of 
applicants for licenses serutinized, so that no 
thief or other disreputable ——— could have an 
opportunity to engage in the business. A $500 
license will work more reform in Chicago than 
we now calculate.“ 

Mr. F. V. Kellogg, of the firm of Charles P. 
Kell & Co., bad not looked into the matter 
very far, but he had concluded that a bigh li- 
cense would be a great benefit to all classes. It 
would take a vast amount of temptation from 
those who were not fully responsible for their 
conduct when chey were able to get liquor, and 
it would save the city a great deal of expense 
for lice protection, trials for crimes, etc. 
which it was now called upon to defray. 

Mr. T. A. Lemmon, of the Wilmington Coal 
Company, thought a high license would do more 
for the morality of the city than anything 
could be adopted. The saloons did more t - 
crease crime and the consequent expenses of 
the city than any other class of business, and 
their proportion of the outlay should be de- 
manded of them. 

Mr. Ed. B. Smith was in fa vor of a high license, 
but doubted if it should be as mach as 8500, for the 
reason that it might bar out some worthy per- 
sons who were entitled to a license. There was 
need of reform iu the business as well as the 

ls of the city, but he did not think the sa- 
loons should be alone taxed. All other business 
should pay its share of expenses. 

After the adjournment of the meeting of

esterday, a Trisunxe reporter asked the opin- 
ons of several of the members on the question 
of an increase of license for beer saloons.

Flour was quiet and steady. There was some 
export orders on the market, but they were 
mostly limited below the views of .holders, and 
little was done. There was a ligt domestic 
trade. Bran and other millstuffs were tame and 
easier. 

Wheat was dull and a shade easier. It was 
firm early, but closed 4%@%c below the latest 
prices of Tuesday. Public advices called Lon- 
don 3d per quarter lower on red, and private ad- 
vices noted depression. Our receipts were not 
large, but reports indicated a considerable in- 
crease in volume, Western holders taking ad- 
vantage of cut rates to forward the property. 
This caused buyers to hold off more decidedly 
than ever, and the result was very smali trad- 
ing. as holders did not seem anxious to sell.

Differential Rates Under Consideration by the 
TrunkeLine Executive Comuiiltee in 
New York. 


The North western War-General Be- 
Mef that It um Be settled at the 
‘Meeting of the Presidents in New 
Kork Tomorrow. 

It is the general opinion in ratlroad circles 
that the officers of the warring Northwestern 
roads at their meeting in New York tomorrow 
will succeed in -eifecting an arrangement by 
which the present waron Northwestern freight 
and passenger rates can be brvught to a close. 
Tho buoyant condition of the stock market in 
New York is taken a an indication that such a 
result will be reached. It is still claimed that 
the true cause of the war was, after all, the 
fight between certain parties for the control of 
the St. Paul & Omaha Line, and this matter, it is 
believed, has now been determined, and conse- 
quently the territorial difficulties wiil no 
longer play 80 important a figure 
in the contest, and a com pro- 
mise, it is predicted, will readily 
be reached between the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
and the St. Paul & Omaha Companies, New 
York dispatches assert that Mr. Porter and Mr. 
Flowers, who now control the road, have se- 
cured sufficient stock to make them safe in the 
possession of the road, 

Vanderbilt’s friends still claim, however, that 
Vanderbilt has secured a controlling interest in 
the road. But, no matter who secured a con- 
trolling interest lu the road, the tight is likely 
to be settled if its ownership has en deter- 
mined one way or the otber. If Messrs. Porter 
and Flowers are safe in the possession of the 
road they will bardly carry this fight much 
further, and in order to bring about a restora- 
tion of rates will make such concessions 
as to enable the Milwaukee & St. Pau! people to 
accept their terme without stultifying them- 
selves, On the other band, if Vanderbilt se- 
cured control of the road be would dictate terms 
72 peace, as he has been opposed to the war all 
along. 

On account of the belief that the Northwest- 
| ern war will be settled at tomorrow’s meeting in 
New York, no new cuts in rates, either on 
freight or passengers, have been made during 
the last few days, and none will be made until 
the result of the New York meeting is known. 
Sbould the New York meeting, contrary to gen- 
eral expectation, fall to settle the difliculties, 
the most terrible contlict ever waged in the 
Northwest will be inaugurated, and the existing 
pools and trafic agreemeuts will undoubtedir 
be broken. 

It is understood that the Rock Islaud will open 
a line next Mondsy via the Albert Lea route to 
Northfield, Waterford, Granvilie, Cannon Falls, 
and Red Wing. Minn. The rates. it is stated, 
Will de made 10 cents per 100 pounds oa all 
classes to the above-named points, unless the 
present difficulties are settied atthe New York 
meeting tomorrow. This freignt is to go via 
Waterville, 1 on the Minneapolis & St. 
Louis Mailroad. 

The gross earnings of the St. Paul & Omaha 
line for the eleven months of this year were 
$4,599,843, agwainst $5,589,315 for the correspond- 
ing period last year, aa increase of $1,035, 130. 
This does not look as if this road bad sufferod 
very severely from the competition of the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul. 


_ What General-Nanager Ledyard, of the 
Miehigan Central, Haste Say Regard- 
ing the Agreement of Mis Hoad with 
the Canada Southern and the Proposed 
Sale of the Lake- Front to the Haii- 
roads. 

Mr. H. B. Ledyard, General Manager of the 
Micbigan Central Railroad Company, was in the 
eity yesterday to attend to various business 
matters connected with this end of bis road. A 
TRIBUNE representative met Mr. Ledyard yes- 
. terday afternoon and asked bim for further in- 
formation regarding the lease of tne Canada 
Southern to the Michigan Central. Mr. Ledyard 
said the arrangement was not exactiy a lease. 
It was simply an agreement by which the Michi- 
gan Centrai is to bereafter operate the Canada 
Southern. What is to be done regarding the 
future management of the combined roads 
bad pot yet been agreed upon, and no 
definit action ia this matter could be 
taken until next week, whea the 
steckbolders of the Michigan Central would 
meet and ratify the agreement. He did not 
think that the present omoers of the Michiran 
Central woul) be changed. Still be could not 
sav what acnon the Directors might take. He 
was also unable to state what the futuro reia- 
tions betweep the Michigan Central and Great 
Western Division of the Grand Trunk would be, 
as this was another matter that would be con- 
sidered atthe meeting of the Directors of bis 
road to be beld next week. 

In regard to the proposed sale of the Lake- 
Front between Randolph and Monroe streets 
and Michigan avenue and the IIIinois Central 
tracks, Mr. Ledgard stated that a sburt time ago 
a proposition was made by Mr. Statord that the 
Michigan Central should purchase that 
portion of the Jake-Front, why thournt 
that it could be secured for $300,000. The muat- 
ter was laid before him by his attorney, who 
stated that the Lilinois Central would share in 
the purchase. Mr. Ledyard thereupon agreed 
to pay $400,000, the Illinois Central to pay the 
same amount, provided the city would Kive the 
companies a clear title to the property. What 
he meunt by a clear title was that the adjoin- 
ing property-huiders should renounce all their 
claims against the property. He feit quite con- 
fident that there would be notrouble in secur- 
ing the necessary iegisiation by Congress re- 
garding the right of the vity to the property. 

The roads nad made no direct offer to the city, 
but simply io formed Mr. Stafford that if the city 
would make an offer of the property for $800,000 
and give a quit-ciaim deed to the railroads, ac- 
companied by the necessary documents, the 
adjoining propertyrowvers and other parties 
claiming an interest in the property 
renouncing all claims against the property, they 
would favorably consider it If the sale of the 
property was made it must be done at once, for 
the railroads could no louger delay the construc- 
tion of a new passenger depot. In the event 
that they purchased the property on the terms 
proposed the Michigan Central and Illinois Cen- 
tral would build thereon a fine passenger depot, 
and they proposed to take in the Baltimore * 
Ohio Railroad. a N 

The site of the present passerger depot woul 
then be used for freight purposes. But the ar- 
rangement had to be made quickly. The plans 
for a new depot on the present site had all been 
prepared, an its construction would 
be eommenced at once if it was found 
that the negotiations with the city 
for the new site would consumo 
much time or delay be caused by unnecessary 
quibbling. He thought it was for the best in- 
terests of the city to sell the above-named por- 
tion of the Lake-Front to the railroads for a 
passenger-depot, which would pot only be an 
ornament to tne city, but would greatly enhance 
the value of the adjoining property. He did not 
thiok that any other good use could be made of 
that part of the Lake-Front, or that the city 
could get such an amount for the same as the 
railroads were willing to give. 


The Chicago, Danvilie & Vincennes

The Grand Trank Bullding a New Afr- 
Line to Detroit Via Jackson that Will 
Be Twelve Milles Shorter than the 
Michigan Central. 

It being generally understood that owing to 
the Canada Southern being placed under con- 
trol of the Michiean Central the latter will on 
and after Jan. 1 direct all its business over the 
Canada Southern, the Grand Trunk is preparing 


to meet the loss of the Michigan Central as a 


connection for its Great Western Division by 
constructing a new line from Chicago to Detroit 
which will be equal to the Michigan Central and 
fully able to compete with that road. It was at 
first proposed by the Grand Trunk to form a 
new line to Detroit by joiuving the Chicago & 
Grand Trunk and the Detroit & Milwakee at 
Durand, Mich., but as this line would be thirty 
miles longer than the Michigan Central to De- 
troit the Grand Trunk peopie find that they 
would not be abie to make any formidable com- 
petition with the Michigan Central with that 
line, and therefore they have concluded to con- 
struct a mew line that wilt give them a route to 
Detroit twelve mwiles’shorter than the Michigan 
Central. To accomplish this the Grand Trunk 
will build anew line from Cassopolis or School- 
craft, on its Chicago & Grand Trunk. to Jacksun. 
Thence a new line is to be built to Pontiac, 
where connection is made with the Detroit & 
Milwaukee for Detroit. As already stated. this 
line will be twelve miles shorter than the Michi- 
gan Central, and will torm almost an air-line 
between Chicago and Detroit, and will take in 
Jackson, one of the principal points on the 
Michigan Central. All the arrangements for the 
building of the new link are said to have been 
compieted, and it is to be ready for business in 
the spring. Pending the completion of this 
road the Grand Trunk will run trains to Detroit 
trom Chicago via the Durand route. 

Meeting of the Committee Appointed to 
Prepare a Pian for Pooling the Lum- 
Der Musiness from All Western Points 
to Missouri River Points. 

The committee of General! Freight Agents ap- 
pointed at the last meeting of the General Mau- 
agers of the Western and Northwestern roads 
interested in the Missouri River lumber traffic, 
to prepare a plan for the formation of a general 
lumber pool from Chicago, Wisconsin points, 
and Mississippi River points. St. Paul to St. 
Louis inclusive, held a meeting yesterday and 
diseussed the matter referred to them. There 
are at present three separate lumber pools on 
business to Missouri River points. Besides, the 
St. Paul & Omaha has a line to those points, 
which is taking considerable lumber from Wis- 
consin points. It is proposed to consolidate all 
these into one grand pool. There were present 
at the meeting’ E. F. Ripley, Burlington; J. T. 
Sanford, Rock Island; J. H. Hiland, St. Paul & 
Omaha; A. J. McCormick and D. W. Keyes, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul: H. C. Wicker, Northwest- 
ern: Georgro Olds, Missouri Pacific: and W. I. 
MeDoei, Hannibal & St. Joe. 

The committee was unable to come to adefinit 
conciusion owing to the refusal of the St. Paul 
& Omaba Line to agree to a plan for pooling the 
lumber business betore the present war on 
Northnwestera business is settled. The St. Paul 
& Omaha promises, hower, to join in the forma- 
tion of such & pool as soon as the other troubies in 
the Northwest have been satisfactorily arranged. 

Mr. George Olds, who was appoiuted at the 
last meeting to fix differential rates on lumber 
from the various points pending the formation 
of the pool, has not yet announced his decision, 
having been unable to come toa conclusion re- 
warding the matter, owing to the policy pursued 
by the St. Paul & Omaha Road. 


The Trunk-Line Execative Committee 
Considering Differeutlal Rates. 
Nvecial LAepatch to The Chicaor Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 6.—The subject of differen- 
tial rates occupied almost the entire session of 
the passenger department of the Joint Execu- 
tive Committee of the trunk-line railroads 
and their Western connections today. A fluct- 
uation In the volume of business of the 
different roads waa showa by a comparison 
of the figures. This was not attribated to the 
workings of the differeatial rates already estab- 
lished, but by some it was thought that a redis- 
tribution of percentages ought to be 
made to conform to it. The question 
of allowing ‘commissions on tickets from 
differentiai-fare points to intermediate 
points until differential rates to tbose points 
could be established excited general discussion. 
It was areued by those who opposed the propo- 
sition that what the committee had been trying 
to do was to stop commissions, and it would be 
bad policy to restore them even fora brief time, 
Neitber of the subjecta was disposed of, but 
both, it is expected, wil be eettlied before the 
meeting ie over. Tomorrow the claims of the 
Indiana, Bioomington & Western and the Lake 
Erie & Western for differential fares will come 
up under the head of rates to intermediate points. 
A plan is.maturing to take the cut rate 
tickets over the Lake Erie & Western and Chi- 
cago & Alton Roads to St. Louis and Kansas 
City out of the market. The syndicate which 
bought an enormous amount of the tickets

Tub DAIRYMEN. — 


Meeting ot the National Butter, 
Cheese, and Egg Associa- 
tion at Milwaukee. 


The Annual Address Delivered 
by President Belknap, of 
Boston. 


Reports of the Various Statistical Committees— 
Congress to Be Memorialized Regarding 
Butterine and Other tmitations. 


Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MILWAUKEE, Dec, 6,—The National Butter, 
Cheese, and Egg Association convened in tenth 
annual session in the assembly-room of the Ex- 
position Building about 10:30 o’clock this moru- 
ing. The lateness of the houref gathering was 
caused principally by a little misunderstanding 
relative to admission to the fair. Although the 
sessions of the convention are open to the pub- 
lic, the delegates from all dairy associations are 
charged $1 for a season ticket to the fair. As 
the delegates supposed the convention would 


assemble on the main floor of the building, where: 


the opening exercises were held yesterday, they 
crowded around the office to obtain tickets, and 
CONSIDERABLE GROWLING WAS HEARD, 


as they thought the arrangements would ex- 


clude all from the convention who did not buy 
tickets to the fair. The assembiy-room is, how- 
ever, accessible without entering the main floor, 
and, as soon as matters were understood, Col. R. 
M. Littler, Secretary of the organization, called 
the meeting to order, He stated that in justifi- 
cation to himself he would say that, when he 
visited all the Produce Exchanges of the coun- 
try and invited them to participate.in these pro- 
ceedings, it was understood that all guests of 
the State would have free admission to the fait, 
and he had so announced. Subsequently, how- 


ever, the Executive Committee had determined 
that such 


FREE ADMISSION WOULD TOO BROAD, 


and had decided to charge admission not only to 
members of the National organization, but of 
allother dairy associations. He wanted it un- 
derstood that. he was too old a man to suffer any 
imputation of chicavery, and that when he had 
aunounced free admission he had fully believed 
it would be given. He then introduced tbe 
President of the association, Austin Beikuap, of 
Boston, who delivered the anuual address. in 
closing, he said: 

“In the East a large per cent of the milk pro- 
duced is consumed by the inhabitants ot the 
cities and large towns. With increase of popu- 
lation will come increased consumption. Pro- 
duction cannot be carried much beyond its 
present point, hence it follows that in the future 
the East will bave to depend more and more 
upon the West for butter and cheese, The sup- 
piy of the commodities must necessarily come 
from the West and Northwest, for they cannot 
be successfully manufactured in warm climates. 
The dilliculty and the expense of obtaining and 
preserving ice in a warm Glimate is too great to 
be overcome by any margin of protit that cea 
be offered. The Southern agriculturist is more 
generously rewarded, if be bestows bis iabors 
upon those products especially adapted to the 
soil and climate, than be would be if be were to 
employ bis time in trying to compete with 
those who bave the aid of naturat advantages 
in this branch of agriculture. Siace 
the object of toll is compensation, it 
follows that the people of each 
locality will naturaliy engage in the producuon 
of the varieties that will bring the best return 
with the least labor. ‘the people of the great 
West and Northwest bave their local and nat- 


_ ural advantages, which, if rightly improved, 


will render these portions of our common coun- 
try most fruitful and flourishing. The atmos- 
phere being more bighly charged with electric- 
ity than in most other places, it imparts to the 
innabitants a vigor and activity which is rarely 
met with elsewhere, 


EDUCATIONAL ADVANCEMENT. 


“The costly edifices, with their symmetrical 
proportions, their architectural beauty, and 
their elegance ot finish, erected by you in the 
interest of education, attest your appreciation 
of the advantages of intellectual cuiture. In- 
dustry and ioteiligence are the handmaids of 
prosperity and happiness. You have a climate 
agreeable and heaithfiul, a soil fertile, fruitful, 
and easy to cultivate, upon which may be 
raised articles of food of the finest quality, 
such as are sought af ter in all the markets in 
the vivilized worid. In tis section you may not 
be able to dig from the bowels of the earth nug- 
gets of gold and silver, but, with less labor and 
leas personal sacritice, yon can extract from the 
soil upon the surface their equivalents. The 
tines of wealth in this country are variously 
distributed, and in this distribution you have 
been most generously served. Where much is 
given, muca is required. It is not enough that 
you furnish yourselves and the rest of the world 
with a fine article of butter and cheese and with 
weil-preserved eggs. You who are so rien in the 
gifts of Nature are expected to furnish exam- 
ples ofa high typeof statesmanship, men emi- 
nent for their learning and wisdom, men who 
will penetrate the profound secrets of science, 
and extract from them the concealed wealth 
that has been beld in waiting for mankind since 
the beginning of time. The causes that con- 
tribute material weaith should be made sub- 
servient to a higher order of attainments, that 
will coufer greater blessings and, more perma- 
nent happiness on the present and upon future 
generations.” 

THE STATISTICAL COMMITTEES. 

After Mr. Belknap completed bis address, 
which was several times interrupted by ap- 
plause, the statistical committees from various 
large cities were called, some of which reported. 
Mr. Van Valkenburg, of the New York Mercan- 
tile Exchange. presented an elaborately com- 
piled array of figures on the trade in butter and 
cheese in New York City for the year ended 
Nov. 30, 1832. 

Following the above reports Mr. Seaman, of 
New York, spoke briefly concerning the statis- 
tics presented, and said there was no wav to as- 
certain how much oleomargarine, suine. etc., 
was included in the tigures given for butter, as 
all the articles were — as Dutter.

The Canadian Government to Es- 
tablish an Efficient Life- 
Saving Service. 


Burning of the Propeller Oneida of the New. En. 


gland Line, at Collingwoed—Dock and 
other Notes—Around the Lakes. 


The Canadian Government and the 
Lte-Saving Service. 
The question of establishing a life-saving 


/ service on the Canadian borders of the great 


lakes and connecting rivers, as well as the River 
and Guif of St. Lawrence, has been under dis- 
cussion in the Dominion for some time. It 
could not well be. otherwise, as the Canadian 
people bad brought to their notice the important 
resuits of the American system. it now looks 
more than probable that the opening of the 
navigation season of 1883 will see seV- 
eral life-saving stations established on 
these Canadian coasts, and that they will 
be modeled after our own successful service. 
The Hon. William Smith, Minister of Marine of 
Canada, visited Buffalo a short time ago and 
made a careful inspection of the life-saving 
station located there under the guidance of 
Capt. D. P. Dobbins, Superintendent of the 
Ninth District, comprising the American coasts 
of Lakes Ontario and Erie. Capt. Dobbins has 
devoted much study andexperiment to theserv- 
ice, and his inventions and improvements there- 
in bave received bigh praise. Mr. Smith madea 
thorough comparison between the heavy and 
cluinsy English lifeboat boused in that station 
at that port and the Dobbins surf-boat. 
Both of these boats are self-builing and 
self-righting, but the advantages of the 
Dobbins boat were readily apparent. The result 
of the investigation Was that Mr. Smith at once 

ered the construction of several boats after 
the Dobbins model and under Capt. Dobbins’ 
personal supervision. The tinishing touches on 
one of them have just been completed at Buffalo, 
Her length is twenty-six feet, beam six feet, 
and depth two feet two inches. She bas a shear 
ot twenty-one inches and a sharp stero. The 
keel, stern, and sternpost are of the best white 
oak timber, the frames being bent of the same 
wood. The pianking is ot clear Michigan cork 
pine, and each piank runs the full length, with- 
out butt or scarph. The boat is what is called 
‘Carvel built,” is pierced for six smgie- banked 
oars, and guided with a long steermg oar or 
eweep. In the ends are orowuing Or turtle-back 
air-cases, which serve to right the boat when 
capsized. A cork fender runs around the out- 
side, and cork jackets for the crew are neatly 
stowed inside. The boat bas a sufe and com- 
fortable appearance, her stanchuess is unques- 
tioned. and the euse and rapidity with which 
sbe richts herself are remarkubie. Sbe is very 
ligbt for so large a craft, her weight being only 
800 pounds. She can easily be carried by her 
crew and launched in the heaviest surf with 
safety. Thisisthe seventeenth life-boat built 
after Capt. Dobbins’ plans and under bis super- 
vision; and so indefatigable have been 
his labors in this direction that 
each succeeding craft has shown 
decided improvement over its predecessors, As 
a matter of course, therefore, this last boat is 
the best that has yet been constructed, and it is 
without doubt the most perfect surf-boat now 
afloat. A carriage is being built for this boat 
from designs by Capt. Dobbins, which will be an 
improvement on those in our own service. The 
life-boat will be boused at the Buffalo station 
until next spring.
